The American Peoples Encyclopedia is 
a general encyclopedia: which endeavors 
to provide the essential knowledge of the 
world needed by modern man, in useful, 
accurate, and readable form with proper 
balance and emphasis, and with maximum 
utility for home, school, office, and library. 

The American Peoples Encyclopedia is 
based on Nelson’s Encyclopedia. The first 
edition published under the present title 
in 1948, reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, April 1949, was so thoroughly 
redone as to be essentially a new work. 
The 1952 edition of The American Peoples 
Encyclopedia was reviewed in Subscrip- 
tion Books Bulletin, October 1953. The 
present review is based on a comparison 
of the 1953 and 1960 editions. 

Although many of the articles in The 
American Peoples Encyclopedia are signed 
either with initials or full names, more 
than half are unsigned. Some of the initials 
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cannot be identified despite the statement 
in the Introduction that “articles written 
or edited by staff members are signed by 
their initials, and these can be identi- 
fied by reference to the staff list.” The 
several hundred contributors who signed 
their full names are listed in volume 1, 
with their degrees, positions, principal 
writings, and either the title or cate- 
gory of articles contributed to the encyclo- 
pedia. Sixteen Nobel Prize winners are 
included, and contributors in general are 
well qualified. Among them are distin- 
guished senior scholars such as William 
Foxwell, the late Wallace W. Atwood, 
Samuel Flagg Bemis, and Frank Luther 
Mott, as well as leading specialists in par- 
ticular subjects, such as Paul M. Angle 
on Lincoln and Leroy E. Froom on the 
Seventh-day Adventists. All medical arti- 
cles examined were written by doctors. 

Information in The American Peoples 
Encyclopedia is treated in many articles 
on specific subjects rather than in longer 
articles under more general headings. As 
a result most of the articles are short. 
Treatment of many subjects is condensed 
into articles containing the minimum of 
information. For example, the article 
Stadium in American Peoples is little 
more than a column in length; in Collier’s 
Encyclopedia, 1960, over a page; Stars in 
American Peoples occupies two and one 
half pages, in Collier’s eight and one half 
pages; Stained Glass is covered in one 
and one half pages in American Peoples, 
three pages in Collier’s. Many articles are 
definition type and are useful for identi- 
fication and quick factual reference, e.g., 
March (in music), Methyl, Geographic 
Center, and Gift Tax. In general, the 
amount of space given to subjects is cor- 
related with their importance. For ex- 
ample, the art of painting is covered in 
four pages, organic chemistry in three 
pages, photography in nine pages, and 


Constitution of the United States in six- 
teen pages. 

Articles are characterized by a clarity 
and economy in writing and should be 
easily understood by young people of high 
school age as well as adults. The tone 
is dignified and serious, even though the 
style is popular in the sense that it lacks 
the profundity of a scholarly work. Ex- 
planations of scientific, philosophical, and 
theological concepts, and of how things 
work are particularly successful in making 
complex matters understandable to the 
layman. 

Coverage of most fields of knowledge 
is adequate in The American Peoples En- 
cyclopedia. Contemporary people and sit- 
uations are stressed. A sampling indicates 
that an unusually high proportion of ar- 
ticles, more than one fourth of the total, 
are on cities, towns, villages, and bur- 
roughs, and about one fourth are bio- 
graphical. Comparison of the 1953 and 
1960 editions shows an increased emphasis 
on geographic information. Coverage of 
scientific subjects is generous with the 
articles on subjects relating to the physical 
and biological sciences outnumbering 
those relating to the social sciences and 
the humanities. 

There are geographical articles of con- 
siderable length with text augmented by 
illustrated material on continents, regions, 
countries, and states of the United States. 
For example, Asia is covered in 20 pages 
which contain in addition to the text, 
a double-page visual presentation of prod- 
ucts, animals, and natural vegetation, a 
breakdown of population, a chart showing 
principal minerals and the _ countries 
which produce them, and a table of the 
political divisions of Asia, giving for each 
the area in square miles and the popula- 
tion. Similar treatment is given to princi- 
pal individual countries and to the states 
of the United States. For each state there 
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is also a black-and-white sketch of the 
state capital, flag, seal, flower, tree, and 
bird. These would be much more useful in 
color. 

Bibliographies are provided at the end 
of many of the articles. They vary in 
length with little relationship to the im- 
portance of the subject, e.g., Marketing 
has 29 references; Michelangelo, 8; Middle 
Ages, 5; San Francisco, 16; and Detroit, 4. 

The American Peoples Encyclopedia is 
profusely illustrated. The illustrations are 
mostly small but clear photographs. Other 
useful aids include diagrams, line draw- 
ings, pictorial charts, color plates, and a 
special feature, the color plate with par- 
tially transparent overlays showing graph- 
ic dissections of such things as the eight- 
cylinder automobile engine, the anatomy 
of the human body, and jet propulsion. 
Longer articles often have one or more 
pages-entirely made up of illustrations. 
Color plates are relatively few and are of 
only fair quality. 

In scope, purpose, arrangement, treat- 


ment, and format the encyclopedia re- 
mains largely the same as it was in 1953. 
Word-by-word alphabetization of articles 
is being changed to letter-by-letter, and 
this change is apparent in several of the 
1960 volumes. The set is still in 20 vol- 
umes with no general index. Access to 
material is obtained by the alphabetical 
arrangement and cross references. On the 
whole, the system of cross references is 
thorough, but the lack of an analytical 
index does limit the reference value of 
the set. In the 1960 edition two additions 
have been made to the last volume, 32 
pages of historical maps preceding the 
geographical maps which are essentially 
the same as in the 1953 edition, and a 
Reader’s Guide and Topical Index. 

The publisher states in An Overview to 
American Peoples Encyclopedia that one 
means of keeping the set up to date is the 
process of continuous revision: “For each 
printing of which there is more than one 
a year, changes are made as the turn of 
world events may dictate.” A comparison 
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of the 1960 edition of The American Peo- 
ples Encyclopedia with the 1953 edition 
shows that a great many changes have 
been made since 1953, and that the ency- 
clopedia has been expanded. Nevertheless, 
most of the revisions in the 1960 edition in 
comparison with the 1953 edition have 
been so slight as to make the continuous 
revision ineffective. Figures and statistics 
which have been changed are still five to 
six years out of date. Articles on the 
states of the United States include a new 
introductory paragraph with references to 
the state flag and map, but the lack of up- 
to-dateness in tables, bibliographies, and 
other information is serious. This is true 
for other subjects too, e.g., Moon has no 
illustrations or information on _ recent 
Russian research, the Khrushchev article 
does not note his premiership, nor does 
the U.S.S.R. article. Television is the same 
as in 1953 with no reference to closed- 
circuit television. Atomic Energy has no 
title in its bibliography published since 
1954, and a table of important events in 
Aeronautics ends with 1954. St. Lawrence 
River has a good section on the seaway, 
but information does not go beyond the 
beginning of 1954 construction. 

Many of the biographies of creative 
persons, actors, architects, artists, musi- 
cians, and authors have no material added 
beyond the early 1950’s. Tallulah Bank- 
head’s last stage appearance is given as 
in Dear Charles (1954), although she ap- 
peared later in Eugenia and toured in 
Crazy October. The most recent compo- 
sition of Samuel Barber is dated 1954, 
although there were newer Barber com- 
positions performed in 1956 and 1957. John 
Gunther has authored ten works since 
the 1951 title given as his latest. In an 
article on Leonard Bernstein added since 
1953, his position in 1948-1949 as director 
of the Israel Symphony Orchestra is cited 
as his latest, and Wonderful Town as his 
latest composition, although Bernstein has 
successfully conducted the New York 
Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra for 
several years now and created two suc- 
cessful musicals in 1956 and 1957. 

Articles on countries and continents of 


the world have been revised with statistics 
updated and new information on events 
added since the 1953 edition, but as a 
source of current information on countries 
of the world, The American Peoples Ency- 
clopedia is inadequate. The latest infor- 
mation on West Germany is its 1955 ad- 
mission to NATO. Egypt’s history ends 
with the 1956 Suez dispute. The nation- 
alistic movement in Africa which has re- 
sulted in the establishment of 20 new 
republics is not cited in Africa or in arti- 
cles on the countries, many of whose 
names were changed when they became 
independent. Asia though expanded from 
7% to 21 pages is not sufficiently current, 
the article concluding with the rise of 
communism after World War uu. Great 
Britain notes Churchill’s retirement and 
Eden’s succession in 1955, but the reader 
must refer to the article on Eden to learn 
that he resigned early in 1957 to be suc- 
ceeded by Macmillan. 

Of even more serious consequence is 
the lack of consistency and firm policy 
revealed in each area of revision: changes 
in statistical data, inclusion of recent 
events, addition of recent material to 
bibliographies, and addition of death dates. 
There are numerous instances of informa- 
tion brought up to date in one place and 
not in another. Thus the AFL-CIO merger 
is only a 1951 possibility in the article 
Labor Movement, but a 1955 reality in the 
article Labor Union. Castro is still “fight- 
ing in 1957” in the article Cuba, but in his 
biography, reference is made to Batista’s 
flight in 1959 and Castro’s premiership 
which began in February of that year. 
The establishment of the United Arab Re- 
public (February, 1958) is recorded under 
that heading, but not mentioned in the 
article Egypt or noted on the atlas map 
of North East Africa. Karachi’s population 
is given as 359,492 (1941) in the article 
on that city, but as 1,009,000 in the Pakis- 
tan article. North Carolina’s 1948 statistics 
are unchanged while 1950 figures are 
quoted for North Dakota. New names of 
colleges and universities are properly re- 
corded in one place, but not in others. 
The 1957 death of Aga Khan m is in- 
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526 pages; musical illustrations 
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Nilsson, the Oboe, David Oistrakh, Operetta, 
Plainsong Notation, Joan Sutherland, Renata 
Tebaldi, Rosalyn Tureck, Vespers, Voice-train- 
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cluded, but not the 1957 death of Edith 
Abbott or the 1958 deaths of Otto Abetz 
and Zoe Akins. 

In spite of the fact that new articles 
have been added, e.g., Atomic Powered 
Submarine, Fallout, Nuclear Engineering, 
Apartheid, Blues, Local Anesthetic, and 
Audio-Visual Education, there is evidence 
that more additions are needed to provide 
the reader with information most import- 
ant and useful in daily life as is the ency- 
clopedia’s purpose. There are no articles 
on space exploration, space medicine or 
travel, the entry Space being a see refer- 
ence to Dimension and Geometry. There 
are no entries for SEATO, tranquilizers 
and tranquilizing drugs, Middle East, 
Bandung Conference, stereophonic and 
high-fidelity sound systems, radio tele- 
scope, and International Geophysical Year. 
Plans for the latter are mentioned in 
Antarctica, but no indication is given of 
the research during the year. 

A small percentage of the old articles in 
The American Peoples Encyclopedia has 
been generally improved by rewriting and 
reorganization and the incorporation of 
new information to bring them and their 
bibliographies up to date. Three examples 
in the sciences are noteworthy: Rocket 
duplicates the 1953 article up to the de- 
cline of the German A4, but two thirds 
of the article has been revised and in- 
cludes information on Russian and U.S. 
satellites, the Atlas missile, and 1959 de- 
velopments. Antarctica is covered in 16 
instead of 9 pages, and is improved with 
new illustrations, a detailed easier-to-read 
map, and new bibliography. Guided Mis- 
siles is rewritten and notes current devel- 
opments up to 1959. While this indicates 
an effort to revise the encyclopedia, the 
proportion of material so treated is ex- 
tremely small for a set claiming continu- 
ous revision. 

Format of the 1960 American Peoples, 
in general, is satisfactory. Bottom and top 
margins which vary from one fourth to 
five eights inch and the bleed pages of 
illustrations will interfere with rebinding. 
The binding is sturdily sewed and permits 
the volumes to lie flat. The volumes are 


printed two columns to a page, with col- 
umns instead of pages being numbered. 
The new green and black library binding 
is attractive in color and design. 

The first edition of The American Peo- 
ples Encyclopedia was recommended by 
the Subscription Books Committee as a 
“moderate priced, useful although not 
exhaustive encyclopedia.” The 1960 edition 
is also useful though not exhaustive and 
contains much practical, effectively illus- 
trated information covering all fields of 
knowledge. Revision effective during the 
first few years has decreased to the extent 
that the ericyclopedia no longer lives up 
to the publisher’s claim of continuous re- 
vision. Therefore, the 1960 edition of The 
American Peoples Encyclopedia is not 
recommended. 


Directory of University Research Bureaus 
and Institutes. A Guide to College and 
University Sponsored Bureaus, Insti- 
tutes, Experiment Stations, Laboratories 
and Other Research Organizations Es- 
tablished on a Permanent Basis and 
Carrying on a’ Continuing Research 
Program: Agriculture, Business, Con- 
servation, Education, Engineering, Gov- 
ernment and Public Affairs, Labor, Law, 
Life Sciences, Mathematics, Science and 
Technology, Social Sciences. Detroit, 
Gale Research Co., [c1960]. 199p. 29cm. 
cloth $20 net, no discount. 

This is the first edition of a directory 
of university research bureaus and insti- 
tutes which is planned as a biennial pub- 
lication. The publisher states in the In- 
troduction that “This book is intended to 
identify and describe the activities of the 
myriad programs in American and Cana- 
dian institutions of higher learning and is 
designed to serve librarians, researchers, 
educators and government officials as a 
source of information on university spon- 
sored research agencies.” 

For the purpose of this directory, a 
bureau or institute has been defined as 
“A university or college sponsored unit 
set up on a permanent basis, carrying on 
a continuing research program and form- 
ally identified by a specific or distinctive 
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title.” Only bureaus, institutes, experi- 
ment stations, laboratories, and other or- 
ganizations which conform to this defini- 
tion have been included. However, “the 
term ‘research’ has been interpreted 
broadly and the types of organizations 
listed include those engaged in funda- 
mental, applied or developmental studies, 
as well as those carrying on programs of 
data gathering and synthesis.” 

Most of the information for the various 
entries was received direct from each 
organization. There is no statement con- 
cerning the system used for soliciting the 
information from these organizations, nor 
concerning the process or mailing list 
used in initiating the original contact. 
Paul Wasserman, Associate Professor and 
Librarian of the Graduate School of Busi- 
ness and Public Administration, Cornell 
University, since 1953, is listed as respon- 
sible for the editorial direction. Although 
reference is made to editors in the plural, 
no other individuals are named. 

Prefatory material adequately explains 
how to use the directory. 

The volume is divided into 22 sections. 
Seventeen of these list the bureaus and 
institutes under broad subject groupings. 
The other sections are two appendixes 
and three indexes. The subjects of the 
sections are: 1. Education. 2. Social Sci- 
ences (includes Sociology, Human Devel- 
opment, 
ligion, Communication). 3. Regional and 
Area Studies. 4. Business, Economics and

Transportation. 5. Labor and Industrial | 


Relations. 6. Government Affairs (includes 
Public Administration, Civics, Planning, 
Community and Housing Studies, Inter- 
national Affairs).

It is difficult to see why many of the 
organizations listed in Section 17 are not 
included in one of the other classified 
sections. Some of them, perhaps, do not 
fit any of the categories, but many do. 

Individual entries in each of these 17 
sections are listed alphabetically by the 
name of the university. The name of the 
research bureau or institute in capital 
letters constitutes the second line of the 
entry, followed by address, director if 
known, founding date, number of staff, a 
brief description of purpose and activities, 
special programs such as’ conferences 
sponsored, and title and frequency of 
serial publications. This last is a particu- 
larly valuable feature. According to the 
publisher there are 1,386 listings in 250 
fields. Addresses given for 46 entries lo- 
cated in New York City agree with those 
in the Manhattan telephone directory, an 
indication that the Directory is accurate 
and up to date. 

One Appendix gives background infor- 
mation on the National Council of Re- 
search Administrators and lists its mem- 
bership. Since this organization is of re- 
cent origin (1960), the information listed 
here is not currently accessible in printed 
form, and its inclusion in this volume is 
a decided asset. 

The other Appendix lists University 
Presses. This information is available 
through a number of other printed 
sources, but is included in this volume as 
a convenience since many of the findings 
of research bureaus and institutes are 
published by the press affiliated with the 
parent or sponsoring institution. 

Section 20 is an Institutional Index list- 
ing all bureaus and institutes under the 
sponsoring institutions. A check of the 
“A” entries in the Institutional Index 
shows them to be inclusive and accurate. 
Section 21 is a Geographical Index listing 
institutions under states and cities. Page 
references are to entries in the Institu- 
tional Index. Section 22 is a Title and Key- 


word Index, published separately in re- 
sponse to requests for a means of locating 
a particular research group when the 
sponsoring institution is not known. En- 
tries in this Index consist of an alphabe- 
tical listing of the titles of bureaus and 
institutes included in the subject groups. 
Titles are also inverted to bring out the 
main fields of interest. When the proper 
title does not include the indication of 
the field, the publisher claims an entry is 
included alphabetically by field of inter- 
est in parentheses, followed by the proper 
name. However, this is not always the 
case; for example, there is no entry under 
“Personality” or “Testing” for the Mary 
Conover Mellon Foundation, and no entry 
under “Biological” or Biology” for Hor- 
mel Institute. 

The Title and Keyword Index provides 
no single source for locating all material 
on a subject as an analytical subject in- 
dex would. For example, a search for 
institutes doing research on Russian eco- 
nomics reveals that under Russian there 
are four Index references, all in Section 
3, Regional and Area Studies, which must 
be consulted to determine whether any 
or all deal with the economics of the 
country. Under allied Index references 
such as Soviet, Economic, Economics, and 
East European, the number of references 
varies from 30 under Economic to 3 under 
East European, but again there is no in- 
dication whether Russian economics is 
included in the research group’s consid- 
eration. 

The arrangement of the bureaus and 
institutions in the 16 general subject sec- 
tions does not compensate for the lack of 
a subject index. These subject groupings 
are arbitrary, and within them there is 
no breakdown by the various specific sub- 
jects included in a general subject. As a 
result the user interested in locating all 
research bureaus or institutes concerned 
with zoology must search through names 
of bureaus in all 125 entries in Section 11 
(Life Sciences). However, scanning the 
titles is not always sufficient, since the 
titles of many entries do not indicate the 
field of research. In Section 17 (Organiza- 
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tions Not Elsewhere Classified) there is a 
heterogeneous mixture of unrelated or- 
ganizations among which are some that 
would be of interest to the zoologist. 
There is no entry under zoology in the 
Title and Keyword Index although the 
Museum of Comparative Zoology is in- 
cluded in Section 11, and therefore one 
would expect to find the keyword, “zoo- 
logy,” in the Index. 

Physically, the volume is an attractive 
one. It opens flat for easy use, and has 
inner margins which will permit rebind- 
ing. It is sturdily bound in blue cloth, and 
the stamping on the cover and spine is in 
gold. The entries are arranged two col- 
umns to a page, and the type is easy to 
read. 

The Directory of University Research 
Bureaus and Institutes provides an ex- 
cellent means of determining what re- 
search bureaus and institutes exist in a 
specific state or university and of identi- 
fying specific research programs. There 
is no other inclusive directory of this type 
available. Despite the lack of adequate 
indexing which makes an approach to in- 
formation by field of interest difficult, 
this directory is recommended for uni- 
versity, college, large and medium-sized 
public, and research libraries. 


Taylor’s Encyclopedia of Gardening, Hor- 
ticulture, and Landscape Design. Ed. by 
Norman Taylor. 4th ed., rev. & enl. Bos- 
ton, Houghton Mifflin, 1961 [c1936-61]. 
xiii, 132p. illus. (part col.) maps (part 
col.)

This fourth edition of Taylor’s Ency- 
clopedia of Gardening is a complete revi- 
sion of the work originally published in 
1936 under the title The Garden Diction- 
ary and reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, July 1936. Since that time it has 
been revised, enlarged, and published as 
Taylor’s Encyclopedia of Gardening sec- 
ond edition in 1948 and third edition in 
1956. This review is based upon a com- 
parison of the third and fourth editions. 

Norman Taylor, distinguished botanist 


and author, continues as editor. He has 
been associated with the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden and the New York Botanical Gar- 
den. He was the botany, horticulture, and 
forestry editor of the second edition of 
Webster’s New International Dictionary 
and contributor to the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica and The Book of Knowledge. In 
both editions of Taylor's Encyclopedia of 
Gardening there is an impressive list of 
horticultural authorities who have con- 
tributed special initialed articles. The new 
edition lists 46 persons, 22 less than the 
third edition. Seventeen of these are new 
contributors. 

Broad in scope, this encyclopedia of 
United States and Canadian plants repre- 
sented by over 9,000 better-known species, 
varieties, and named horticultural forms 
also covers every aspect of gardening in- 
cluding methods, soils, climate, pests, and 
propagation. Its articles range in length 
from brief dictionary definitions to long 
articles of 14 pages. The alphabetical ar- 
rangement together with a_ carefully 
worked out system of cross references 
makes the book self-indexing. Introduc- 
tory instructions called How to Use the 
Book and Why an Encyclopedia assist the 
reader in locating material. All these de- 
vices make gardening information readily 
available to the reader. 

Subjects are treated precisely, and their 
coverage is comprehensive. It is apparent 
that the articles have been written by 
specialists but in language for the layman. 
Gardeners will find this a practical vol- 
ume. 

Characteristic information given in the 
articles on plants includes the name (with 
pronunciation), how grown and prop- 
agated, blooming period and zone of har- 
diness, and paragraphs on important 
species. Cross references from popular 
names and species are also included. 

There are special articles on the states 
and provinces which note the provincial 
or state flower and tree, the zone of hardi- 
ness, soil conditions, gardening centers, 
plants, climate, and addresses of garden 
societies and agriculture centers. 

This new edition ‘of Taylor’s Encyclo- 
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pedia of Gardening is accurate and up to 
date. It records new plants and species, 
innovations in pest and disease control, 
and recent developments in methods of 
gardening. Small changes in the culture of 
individual plants are cited where neces- 
sary. Some of the little-used species de- 
scribed in previous editions have been 
dropped. 

An examination of the entries in da, me, 
pi, in the two editions shows that articles 
have been rewritten and that new infor- 
mation on species, methods, and diseases 
has been added to an extent which just- 
ifies the publisher’s claim that the book 
has been completely revised. Damping-Off 
and Daylily Culture have been complete- 
ly rewritten. Under Melon the information 
has been revised to take into account 
small changes in the culture. Information 
on new species has been added under 
Daphne, Daylily, Medinilla, and Pilea. 
Occasionally there is an article such as 
Pineapple or Aquarium which is slightly 
changed as needed, such changes having 
been made with the approval of a new 
authority. 

Examples of articles appearing for the 
first time are Foliar Feeding, Starter 
Solutions, and Iron Chelates. The Garden 
Calendar revised and rearranged to de- 
scribe monthly garden tasks by region is 
much more useful. Information on jplants 
which bloom at various times of the year 
has been removed from Garden Calendar 
and placed in a special article called Ever- 
blooming Garden. 

Revision of information on societies, 
garden books, and other publications is 
also important in a garden encyclopedia. 
In these areas, the new Taylor has been 
sufficiently revised. For example, Garden 
Books, an extremely interesting article in 
both editions, gives a history of book pub- 
lishing in the subject. The 1956 article 
concluded with a list of American land- 
mark books published in the nineteenth 
century. The 1961 article has replaced this 
list with a selected list of publications of 
the twentieth century. The list of garden 
magazines which comprises a separate ar- 
ticle has been expanded and corrected for 


the new edition. 

The fourth edition retains many old 
materials and features which are still 
practical and useful with additions being 
made where needed. 

The encyclopedia is well illustrated with 
some 500 line cuts carried over from the 
third edition and with maps accompanying 
articles on the states and provin¢es show- 
ing zones of hardiness, rainfall, dates of 
killing frosts, and length of growing pe- 
riod. End-paper maps show the average 
date of the last killing frost and hardiness 
zones for the United States and bordering 
Canadian provinces. The 1961 edition is 
more attractive than the last edition. It 
has been greatly enhanced by the addition 
of 48 pages in color. With the expansion 
of information it is larger than the last 
edition; its print is clearer, and its bind- 
ing more durable. 

Taylor’s Encyclopedia of Gardening is 
a comprehensive handbook written by ex- 
perts for the lay gardener. It provides in 
one volume easy access to a wealth of 
authoritative, well-illustrated information 
for North American gardeners through 
its arrangement and abundant cross ref- 
erences. The fourth edition of Taylor’s 
Encyclopedia of Gardening is recommend- 
ed for individuals and libraries. Since the 
amount of revision is extensive, owners 
of an earlier edition will want this one.
